CERTIFICATE. 
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ORDIMNCES  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 


AN  ORDINANCE 


To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  City  Commissioners  for  the  expenses  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two  (1873). 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty. four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven  (364,807) 
dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Department  of  City  Commissioners  for  the  expenses  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two  (1872).

To  pay  in  accordance  with  Section  25  of  an 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  3d,  1850,  the  troops  of  the 
First  Division  National  Guards  of  Pennsylvania,  on  duty 
on  October  10th,  1871,  as  follows:  twelve  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  privates,  non-commissioned  officers  and  musi- 
cians, at  two  dollars  per  day,  twenty-five  hundred  and 
ninety-six  (2596)  dollars;  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
commissioned  officers,  at  four  dollars  per  day,  six  hundred 
and  thirty-two  (632)  dollars;  total  thirty-two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  (3228)  dollars;  and  a  warrant  or  warrants  for 
the  above  sum  shall  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Major 
Samuel  Bell,  Paymaster,  First  Division  National  Guards 
of  Pennsylvania,  on  his  filing  proper  statements,   verified 


by  oath  or  affirmation,  that  the  above  number  of  men  and 
officers  were  on  duty  on  said  day. 

Item  62|.  To  pay  aldermen  for  administering  affidavits 
to  canvassers  on  division  transcripts  and  extra  assessment 
books,  at  fifty  cents  per  book,  twenty-two  hundred  and  fifty 
(2250)  dollars. 


Office. 

Item  63.  To  pay  salaries  of  Commissioners,  six  thousand 
(6,000)  dollars. 

Item  64.  To  pay  salaries,  of  clerk,  twelve  hundred  (1200) 
dollars,  and  messenger,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars,  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  Qb.  For  posting,  advertising  and  printing,  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  66.  For  cleansing  and  office  expenses,  four  hundred 
(400)  dollars. 

Item  67.  For  books  and  stationery  for  the  office,  six  hun- 
dred (600)  dollars. 

Item  68.  For  miscellaneous  expenses,  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars. 

Provided,  That  the  Controller  shall  countersign  no  war- 
rant drawn  on  Items  20,  21,  22  and  23,  until  furnished  with 
a  certificate  of  the  City  Solicitor,  that  he  has  carefully  ex- 
amined the  charges  and  fees  and  compared  them  with  the 
law  and  the  docket  entries  and  other  records  of  the  courts, 
and  finds  the  fees  and  charges  to  be  correct  and  legal :  Pro- 
vided, also,  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw  no 
warrants  for  the  pay  of  canvassers  or  election  officers  in  any 
division,  unless  said  canvassers  or  election  officers  shall 
have  returned  the  election  law,  Bible  and  press,  to  the  office 
of  said  Commissioners ;  and  the  Controller  shall  counter- 
sign no  warrant  drawn  for  rent  of  room  at  any  public 
house,  nor  until  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  actual  occu- 
pant of  the  premises  at  the  time  of  the  election  :  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  said  Commissioners  shall  prepare,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  suitable  speci- 
fications for  all  the  supplies  for  printing,  blank  books,  bind- 
ing and  stationery  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance.  And 
the  said   Commissioners  shall  advertise  in   the  month  of 


January,  in  three  daily  newspapers,  and  three  times  in 
each,  for  proposals  for  furnishing  said  supplies  for  the  year 
1872,  in  conformity  with  said  specifications ;  said  proposals 
to  be  opened  by  the  said  Commissioners  in  the  presence 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  contract  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.  And  no  order  for  supplies 
shall  be  given  in  anticipation  of  the  wants  of  the  department, 
but  it  shall  be  ordered  only  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
rendered  necessary  by  the  requisitions  from  said  regular 
business  of  the  department.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn 
for  the  said  appropriation  by  the  City  Commissioners  in 
conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeli:)hia^  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  seventeen 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-four  (17,73-1)  dollars  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
special  election  in  the  Fourth  Senatorial  District,  and  cer- 
tain deficiencies,  as  follows :

RESOLUTION 

To  authorize  the  paving  of  Monroe  avenue  and  other  streets. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Department  of  Highways  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers,  who  shall  be  selected  by 
a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  the  fol- 
lowing named  streets,  for  the  paving  thereof:  Monroe 
avenue,  from  Fifty-second  street  to  Lancaster  avenue,  cost 
of  intersections  not  to  exceed  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  Sycamore  street,  from  thirty- 
seventh  street  to  DeKalb  street,  no  cost  for  intersections ; 
Budd  street,  from  Ilaverford  street  to  Mary  street,  no  cost 
for  intersections.  The  conditions  of  which  contract  shall 
]3e,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost 
of  said  paving  from  the  property  owners  respectively  front- 
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ing  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation 
to  the  City  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  for  three 
years  after  the  paving  is  finished.

AN   ORDINANCE 


To  appropriate  proceeds  of  loan  for  constructing  sewers  created   December 

SOlh,  1871. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

warrant  drawn  on  this  item  until  the  Supervisor  shall 
liave  furnished  him  monthly  with  the  name,  occupation  and 
residence  of  every  person  employed  by  said  Supervisor  and 
receiving  money  under  this  Ordinance. 

Item  17.  For  grading,  curbing,  paving  and  repairing 
of  footways,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars. 

Item  18.  For  rep;iiring  the  Delaware  river  banks,  tlie 
sum  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  19.  For  crossing,  gutter,  and  tramway  stone,  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  (80,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That 
the  same  shall  be  advertised  in  at  least  two  papers  daily 
for  one  week,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder. 

Item  20.  For  drainage  of  meadows  in  the  First  and 
Twentv-sixth  Wards,  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand 
five  hundred  (27,500)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  constructing  culvert  at  Mill  creek  and 
Woodland  avenue  (or  Darby  road),  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Ward,  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  dollars. 

Item  22.  For  paving  Lehigh  avenue  and  intersections 
from  Ninth  street  to  Kensington  avenue  with  rubble  pave- 
ment, the  sum  of  thirty -seven  thousand  five  hundred  and 
fifteen  (37,515)  dollars.

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Ordinance  or  resolution  said  work  was  done,  and  no  bill 
shall  be  signed  by  the  City  Controller  unless  accompanied 
by  such  statement,  and  that  no  part^of  Items  2  and  4  and 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  of  Item  6,  shall  be  ex- 
pended on  any  street  without  the  authority  of  Councils,  and 
no  part  of  said  Item  6  shall  be  expended  for  work  not  done 
in  1872.

National  Bank  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  the  Loan  and 
Transfer  Agent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  all  certifi- 
cates of  loan  shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  Cashier  or 
Assistant  Cashier  and  Transfer  officer  of  said  bank,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Controller  of  the  City. 

The  said  bank  shall  hereafter  keep  all  the  books  of  loan 
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and  papers  relating  thereto,  and  make  and  allow  transfers 
of  all  loans,  and  shall  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Mayor, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  City  Treasurer  that 
the  whole  proceeds  thereof  have  been  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  i.ssue  the  proper  certificates  of  new  loan,  to  be 
countersigned  by  the  Controller,  as  in  all  other  cases  of 
loan :  Provided.^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
taken  to  authorize  the  said  bank  to  negotiate  or  sell  any 
loans  on  behalf  of  the  City, 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  de- 
posit with  the  said  bank,  at  least  three  days  before  the  time 
at  which  any  interest  on  loans  is  payable,  such  sum  of 
money  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  said  bank  to  pay 
the  same.  And  the  said  bank  is  required  to  keep  proper 
books  for  that  purpose,  which  said  books  and  all  matters 
connected  with  the  agency  hereby  established,  shall  be 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  examination  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer, the  City  Controller  and  of  the  Committee  to  verify 
the  cash  accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  such  other 
committee  as  Councils  shall  direct.  The  said  bank  shall 
receive  for  all  services  and  necessarj^  expenses  as  such  agent, 
including  therein  books,  stationery  and  all  expenses,  except 
cost  of  plates  and  certificates,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  quarterly;  for  the  pay  of  which 
salary  and  of  all  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the 
said  agency,  and  ordered  by  Councils,  warrants  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Farmers'  and 
Mechanics'  National  Bank  of  Philadelphia,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  March,  1872,  a  detailed  list,  showing  the  separate 
holders,  and  the  amounts  and  maturities  of  the  several  loans 
held  by  them,  also  a  memorandum  of  the  aggregate  of  the 
several  loans  from  the  General  Stock  Ledgers ;  and  to 
deliver  to  s;iid  bank  all  powers  of  attorney  relating  to  the 
said  loans,  or  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

Sect.  4.  Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  transfer 
books,  prior  to  the  payment  of  any  semi-annual  interest,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  to  fur- 
nish to  the  City  Treasurer  a  detailed  list  of  the  separate 
holders  of  City  loans,  and  the  amounts  held  by  them  re- 
spectively, and  also  of  the  aggregates  of  the  several  City 
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loans  embraced  in  said  list,  for  comparison  with  the  books 
kept  bj  the  City  Treasurer,  which  aggregates  shall  agree.

AN  ACT 

Regulating  the  minimum  width  of  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Commomuealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same^  That  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  now  open  and  in  use 
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witliin  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phihidelphiri,  having  a 
width  of  ten  leet  and  over,  and  having  a  free  and  open 
communication  with  a  street  at  each  end  of  equal  width, 
be  and  tlie  sanie  are  hereby  declared  public  tlioroughfares  ; 
but  no  building  of  any  kind  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
thereon  without  receding  so  that  the  building  line  thereof 
shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  middle  of  said  street,  or 
if  the  street  be  wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or  stone  build- 
ings, then  the  distance  from  the  middle  of  street  shall  not 
be  less  than  fifteen  feet. 

Sect.  2.  That  no  street  which  shall  be  laid  out  after  the 
date  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  a  public  thoroughfare, 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  confirmed  as  to  location, 
width  and  gradients  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  under  act 
approved  May  6th,  1871 ;  nor  shall  any  such  street  have  a 
width  of  less  than  thirty  feet,  nor  shall  any  public  improve- 
ments be  made  therein  or  thereon,  nor  be  deemed  a  public 
highway,  until  the  owners  of  the  soil  covered  thereby  shall 
have  dedicated  it  to  public  use,  or  it  has  been  created  a 
public  thoroughfare  by  due  process  of  law. 

Sect.  3.  That  whenever  it  is  proposed  to  lay  out  a  street 
upon  any  of  the  confirmed  sectional  plans  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  soil  covered  thereby  has  been  dedi- 
cated to  public  use,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  are  hereby 
authorized  to  confirm  the  same,  without  other  advertisement 
than  by  posters  placed  throughout  the  neighborhood  of 
said  street,  thirty  days  previous  to  their  action  thereon. 

Sect.  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  tiiis  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

The  said  Treasurer  shall  daily  make  return  in 
writing  to  the  Controller,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation  to 
be  administered  by  that  officer,  of  all  moneys  received  on 
the  day  previous;  statmg  the  sources,  and  at  the  same  time 
he  shiill  give  to  the  Controller  the  certificates  of  deposit  of 
the  same. 
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Sect.  3.  No  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  any  such 
depository,  except  upon  a  check  affixed  to  the  proper  war- 
rant for  paying  the  same,  which  check  and  warrant  may  be 
cancelled  after  payment  by  the  depository  in  the  usual 
manner,  but  such  check  shall  not  be  separated  from  the 
warrant.  And  any  writ  of  mandamus  or  other  order  of 
Court  for  payment  of  money,  shall  be  paid  by  a  check 
endorsed  upon  or  annexed  to  the  said  writ  or  order,  in  like 
manner  as  herein  provided  in  the  case  of  a  warrant. 

All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasury  shall  in 
addition  to  their  usual  matter  have  printed  at  the  foot 
thereof,  separated  from  the  warrant  by  one  or  more  lines,  a 
check  for  payment,  to  be  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
some  one  authorized  by  him  in  writing  for  such  purpose. 

Sect.  5.  All  moneys  of  the  City  may  be  at  any  time 
withdrawn  from  any  depository  by  check  signed  by  the 
Mayor,  Controller  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  or  de- 
posit the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  Coun- 
cils.

six,"  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  meet  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1872, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  carrying  out  the  second  sec- 
tion of  said  act,  and  such  other  business  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.

AN  ORDINANCE 


Relative  to  the  loan  and  transfer  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  required  immediately 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1872,  to  give  notice  to  the 
holders  of  certificates  of  City  loans,  by  proper  advertise- 
ment in  the  daily  newspapers,  that  they  will  be  required  to 
present  said  certificates  to  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent 
prior  to  the  time  the  interest  shall  be  paid  to  them,  and 
when  presented  as  aforesaid,  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  is 
directed  to  record  said  certificates  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose  ;  but  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  shall 
not  pay  interest  on  any  loan  until  such  record  be  made. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  foreign  and  non-resident  domestic  loan  holders,  and 
that  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  shall  prepare  a  suitable 
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form  to  be  subscribed  to  by  such  liolders  before  a  notary, 
giving  in  detail  the  description  of  bonds ;  said  form  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  prior  to  the 
payment  of  interest  on  July  1st,  1872,  and  said  Loan  and 
Transfer  Agent  shall  not  pay  interest  upon  any  loan  until 
said  form  is  received. 

Sect.  3.  Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  transfer 
books,  prior  to  the  payment  of  any  semi-annual  interest,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  to 
furnish  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  to  Councils,  a  report 
showing  the  aggregate  of  the  five  per  cent,  loans,  and  the 
aggregate  of  the  six  per  cent,  loans  of  the  City,  as  they 
stood  at  the  previous  interest  period,  and  the  aggregate  of 
the  said  loans  as  they  stand  at  the  date  of  the  report,  stat- 
ing what  increase,  if  any,  has  occurred  in  the  six  months 
then  ended. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  the  presentation  and  delivery  to  the 
said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent,  of  certificates  of  loan  of  said 
City,  for  the  purpose  of  transfer,  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer 
Agent  shall  issue  and  deliver  to  the  transferee  a  certificate 
of  the  following  form  and  description  :

This  certifies  that  there  is    due  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
unto  or 

assigns,  dollars,  with  interest  at  the  rate 

of  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  on  the  first 
days  of  January  and  July,  at  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics' 
National  Bank  of  Philadelphia,  the  principal  not  reim- 
bursable without  the  consent  of  the  holder  thereof,  before 
the  first  day  of  .     This  certificate  is  recorded 

in  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics  National  Bank  of  Phila- 
delphia, countersigned  by  the  President,  Cashier  or  Assist- 
ant Cashier,  and  Transfer  Officer,  thereof  and  is  transferable 
upon  the  surrender  thereof  upon  the  books  at  the  said  bank, 
by  the  owner  in  person,  or  by  attorney,  according  to  the 
rules  and  forms  prescribed  for  that  purpose.

Sect.  5.  The  City  Controller  shall  at  all  times  have  access

week  for  three  months,  if  no  legal  objection  shall  appear, 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  City  Controller  shall  grant 
to  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent,  a  warrant  for  the  issue  of 
a  new  certificate,  upon  the  applicant  executing  a  bond  to  the 
corporation  satisfactory  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Controller, 
indemnifying  the  said  City  against  any  injury  from  the  re- 
appearance of  the  original  certificate,  and  it  shall  be  stated 
in  such  new  certificate,  that  it  has  been  issued  in  lieu  of  one 
which  has  been  lost. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  shall,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  procure  a 
steel  plate  with  suitable  devices  for  the  issue  of  loans  of  the 
said  City,  and  to  have  printed  certificates  of  loan  therefrom, 
as  the  same  may  be  required. 

Sect.  y.  The  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  said 
Loan  and  Transfer  Agent,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1872, 
and  for  the  purchase  of  a  steel  plate,  and  for  the  printing 
of  certificates  of  loan,  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  Mayor.

Authorizing  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Ward  to  the  Trustees  of  tlie  University  of  Pennsylvania,  for  hospital  pur- 
poses. 

Whereas,  An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadel})hia,  by  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, with  other  citizens,  for  the  grant  and  conveyance 
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to  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  of 
a  tract  of  ]and,  now  the  property  of  the  City,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  erecting  thereon  a  hospital  and  buildings  pertaining 
to  the  instruction  to  be  there  given ;  and  in  consideration 
thereof  the  said  Trustees  have  agreed  that  the  said  tract  of 
land  when  so  conveyed,  shall  never  be  alienated  from  the 
said  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  erect  and  maintain 
forever  on  said  ground,  a  general  hospital  containing  at 
least  fifty  free  beds,  for  the  care  and  relief  of  the  poor  in 
times  of  sickness  or  accident. 

And  whereas,  We,  the  Councils  of  said  City,  believe  that 
the  proposed  object  is  of  the  purest  benevolence,  and  a  wise 
disposition  of  the  property  of  the  citizens  entrusted  to  our 
keeping,  therefore : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  cash,  to  be  paid  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City,  and  the 
covenants  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  be  kept 
and  performed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, that  the  Mayor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
sign,  seal,  acknowledge  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  necessary  and  proper  deed  of  convey- 
ance, whereby  all  that  certain  tract  or  piece  of  land,  situate 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
middle  line  of  Spruce  street,  on  the  east  by  that  of  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  on  the  south  by  that  of  Pine  street,  and  on, 
the  west  by  that  of  Thirty-sixth  street,  containing  five  and 
a-half  acres,  more  or  less,  shall  be  sold,  granted  and  con- 
veyed unto  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple,  in  trust,  for  and 
subject  however  to  the  following  uses,  covenants  and  condi- 
tions, to  wit : 

First.  Tha"t  the  said  tract  or  piece  of  land  shall  be  for- 
ever held  by  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  and  maintaining 
a  building  or  buildings  to  be  devoted  to  general  hospital 
purposes,  as  aforesaid. 

jSecojid.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  erect  and  complete 
the  said  building  within  five  years  from  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1872.

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Tliird.  That  said  Trustees  shall  set  apart  and  forever 
maintain  in  said  hospital,  at  no  time  less  than  fifty  free 
beds,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  City  requiring  hospital 
treatment. 

Fourth.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  to  Councils 
in  the  month  of  January  succeeding  the  erection  and  com- 
pletion of  said  hospital,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  number 
of  free  beds  maintained,  together  with  such  other  informa- 
tion as  may  be  desired  by  Councils. 

Fifth.  That  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  said  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to  erect  and  complete 
the  said  hospital. building  within  five  years  from  the  first 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  1872,  or  upon  said  completion  they  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  set  apart  and  forever  maintain  at  all 
times,  not  less  than  fifty  free  beds  for  the  poor  of  the  City, 
when  requiring  hospital  treatment;  or  shall  sell  or  alienate 
the  said  tract  or  piece  of  land  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
veyed to  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  then  such  sale  and 
alienation  by  said  Trustees  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the 
tract  or  piece  of  land  hereby  authorized  to  be  conveyed  to 
said  Trustees,  with  the  building  or  buildings  thereon  erected, 
shall  revert  to,  and  again  become  the  property  and  estate 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  covenants  and  conditions  set  forth  in 
the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  fully  recited  in 
and  made  a  part  of  the  deed  and  conveyance,  to  be  execu- 
ted by  and  between  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sect.  8.  That  all  Ordinances  or  parts  thereof,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

A  FURTHER   SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  carriages," 
approved  the  10th  daj'  of  May,  1855. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
PJiUadeljjhia  do  ordain^  That  the  prices  or  rates  of  fare  to 
be  taken  by  or  paid  to  the  owners  or  drivers  of  hackney 
carriages  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  for  hire,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  and  mutually  agreed  upon,  between 
passenger  or  employer,  and  owner  or  driver,  before  the 
entering  of  the  passenger  into  the  vehicle,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit : 

For  carrying  one  passenger  any  distance  not  exceeding 
one  mile,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents;  two  passengers, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  every  additional 
passenger,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  conveying  one  passenger  any  distance  more  than  a 
mile,  and  not  exceeding  two  miles,  one  dollar  and  a-quarter, 
two  passengers,  one  dollar  and  seventy -five  cents,  and  for 
every  additional  passenger,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  carrying  a  passenger  any  distance  over  two  miles, 
for  every  such  additional  mile  or  part  of  a  mile,  the  sura 
of  fifty  cents  in  addition  to  the  fare  for  the  fi.rst  two  miles, 
and  for  every  additional  passenger  fifty  cents. 

For  the  use  of  a  carriage  from  a  public  stand  (commonly 
called  hackney  carriages)  by  the  hour,  with  one  or  two  pas- 
sengers, for  the  purpose  of  going  from  place  to  place,  and 
stopping  as  often  as  may  be  required,  one  dollar  and-a-half 
per  hour,  and  for  every  additional  passenger,  twenty-five 
cents. 

In  all  cases  where  the  hiring  of  a  hackney  carriage  is 
not  at  the  time  specified  to  be  by  the  hour,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  bo  by  the  mile  ;  but  in  case  the  distance  shall  be 
more  than  four  miles,  the  rate  to  be  charged  for  each  addi- 
tional mile,  shall  be  fifteen  cents  for  each  passenger,  as  herein 
provided.  In  all  cases  a  mile  shall  betaken  and  construed 
to  mean  twelve  blocks  of  one  hundred  numbers,  on  num- 
bered streets. 

Whenever  any  such  carriage  not  engaged  by  the  hour, 
shall    be    detained    by  the   passenger   or   passengers,    the 
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owner  or  driver  shall  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  seventy- 
five  cents  per  hour,  in  addition  to  the  rates  hereby  estab- 
lished. 

For  children  between  five  and  fourteen  years  of  age, 
half  price  is  only  to  be  charged,  and  for  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  no  charge  is  to  be  made,  if  not  more  than 
one  such  child  to  each  two  grown  persons. 

Every  driver  or  owner  of  a  hackney  carriage  shall  carry, 
transport  and  convey  in  and  upon  his  carriage,  in  addition 
to  the  grown  person  or  persons  therein,  one  trunk,  valise, 
saddle  bag,  carpet  bag,  port  mantean  or  box,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds  in  weight,  if  requested  to  do  so,  without 
charge  or  compensation  therefor  ;  but  for  every  such  trunk 
or  other  articles  above  named,  more  than  one  for  each 
passenger,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  six 
cents. 

Sect.  2.  That  hereafter  every  hackney  coach  or  carriage 
when  driven  or  used  in  the  night,  shall  have  on  some  con- 
spicious  part  of  the  outside  thereof;  two  lighted  lamps, 
with  plain  glass  fronts  and  sides,  and  having  the  number  of 
the  license  of  the  owner  of  such  hackney  coach  or  carriage 
in  plain  legible  figures,  of  at  least  two  inches  in  length, 
and  no  other  figure  or  device,  painted  with  black  paint  upon 
each  of  the  said  lamps,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  same  may 
be  distinctly  seen  and  known,  when  the  said  hackney  coach 
or  carriage  may  be  standing  or  driving.  And  if  the  owner 
or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or  carriage  shall  use  or 
drive  any  such  coach  or  carriage,  or  permit  the  same  to  be 
used  or  driven  without  complying  with  the  provisions  set 
forth  in  this  section,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  ofience,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  debts  for  penalties 
of  the  like  amount  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered  : 
Provided,  That  this  Section  shall  not  be  held  or  construed 
to  extend  to  coaches  or  carriages,  though  kept  for  hire, 
which  are  not  sent  upon  the  public  stands  at  night,  or 
where  drivers  do  not  solicit  passengers  in  the  night  time. 

Sect.  3.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  held  or  con- 
strued to  extend  to  private  carriages,  or  to  coaches  or  car- 
riages, though  kept  for  hire,  which  are  not  upon  any 
occasion  sent    upon  any  of  the  public  stands    within  the 
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City,  but  which  are  only  let  for  hire  upon  special  applica- 
tion to  the  proprietors,  and  upon  special  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  Section  11  of  the  Ordinance  of  May  10th, 
1855,  to  which  this  is  a  Supplement,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended,  by  inserting  the  words  "  the  owner  of 
such  carriage,  shall  for  such  offence  forfeit  his  license." 

Sect.  6.  That  hereafter  all  stands  in  the  public  highways. 
for  hackney  carriages,  as  the  public  convenience  and 
necessity  may  seem  to  require,  shall  be  designated,  altered 
and  fixed  by  resolution  of  Councils  only. 

Sect.  6.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Second,  For  the  construction  of 
culverts  on  Thirteenth,  Moore,  Clearfield  and  Thirtieth 
streets,  Mantua  and  Hart  creeks,  and  west  Cohocksink  ex- 
tension, six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  for 
which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  shall  be  paid  half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July  in  each  year,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.

viz. :  First,  For  the  purchase  of  land  within  and  adjacent  to 
the  Park,  one  million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Second, 
For  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  Park,  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ;  for  which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  paid  half  yearly,  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July,  and  the  said  loan  shall  be 
called  the  "  Park  Loan."  The  principal  of  said  loan  shall 
be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from 
the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the  consent  of 
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the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual 
form  of  the  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  for  not  less  amounts 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  not  for  any  other  fractional  part  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  if  required,  in  amounts  of  five  hundred 
or  one  thousand  dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said 
certificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  and  the  interest 
thereof  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes.

income,  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its 
accumulations  are  hereby  specially  pledged  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  certificates.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
said  sewers,  and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into 
for  the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract  or 
contracts,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  shall  cause  advertisement  to  be 
made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  sewers; 
and  that  contract  or  contracts  therefor  shall  be  awarded  by 
them  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders ;  and  no  contract  or 
contracts  therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved^by  these 
Councils. 

^  Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewers,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  considered  by  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in 
writing,  from  two  or  more  suf3&cient  sureties,  guaranteeing 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal 
be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewers  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the 
properties  in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in  part 
payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the

Televy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1873. 

Section  1.  TJie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1872  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  "rural  or  subur- 
ban"), a  tax  of  two  dollars  and  five  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied'  for  the  year  1873  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
and  three-quarter  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  ten  and  a  half 
cents. 
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Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents. 

Item  6,  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  and  a-half 
cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  city  property, 
the  sum  of  two  and  a- quarter  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sumof  tw^oand  a-half  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  department  of  city  commissioners,  the 
sum  of  five  and  one-half  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

Item  13.  For  street  cleaning,*the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  Broad  and  Market 
streets  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  s«m  of  thirty-three  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in  item 
14)  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the 
tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
'tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April 
17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to 
the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment, 
by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit:  At  the  rate  of  nine  per 
centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  payment  until  the 
first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
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ber;  and  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one 
per  cent. ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent,  sliall  be  added 
to  and  payable  on  the  same ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Eevision  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  property

AN.  ORDINANCE 


Providing  for  the  auditing  of  tbe  accoiints  of  the  municipal  officers  of  the 
Cil.y  of  Pliiladelphia,  and  to  enlarge  the  Committee  on  the  cash  accounts 
of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  Police  Magistrates,  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  the  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes,  the 
Register  of  the  Water  Department,  Commissioner  of  Mar- 
kets and  City  Property,  Board  of  Health,  Prison  Inspectors, 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Superintendent  of  City  Railroad,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  City  Solicitor,  Chief  In- 
spector of  Boilers,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Port 
Wardens,  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  and  all  other 
municipal  officers  and  departments,  receiving  money  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  furnish,  under  oath, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  each  and  every  month,  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  cash  account  of  the  City  Treasurer,  a  statement 
giving  the  date  and  amount  of  payments  to  the  City  Treasu- 
rer, on  account  of  their  respective  departments  for  the  pre- 
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ceding  month  :  Provided.^  That  all  such  moneys  shall  be 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  day  of  receipt  by  the  said 
officer  or  department. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  fur- 
nish, under  oath,  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  and  every 
month,  to  the  Committee  on  the  cash  account  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  a  statement  showing  the  total  amount  received 
by  him  from  each  and  every  officer  and  department  on 
account  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  during  the  preceding 
month. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  cash 
account  of  the  City  Treasurer,  to  examine  and  compare  the

Whereas,  The  navigation  of  the  river  Delaware  is  during 
the  winter  season  seriously  impeded  by  the  accumulation  of 
ice  at  the  Ilorse  Shoe  shoals,  by  low  water  on  the  bar 
opposite  Fort  Mifflin,  and  the  want  of  additional  light 
houses  at  other  points  as  a  guide  for  vessels  navigating 
said  river.  And  whereas,  The  increase  in  the  commercial 
and  marine  interests  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  the 
establishment  of  new  lines  of  American  and  foreign  steam- 
ships, requires  the  removal  or  modification  of  the  causes  of 
said  obstructions,  and  the  erection  of  additional  light  houses. 
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And  luhereas,  The  shipping  interests  generally  are  materi- 
ally affected  by  reason  of  delays  and  dangers  arising  from 
the  causes  specified.

Whereas^  Tbe  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth  exceeds  its 
expenditures  by  over  two  million  dollars  per  annum.  And

For  the  improTemcnt  of  Broad  street,  south  of  Poplar  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PhiladdpJiia  do  ordain,  Tha^  before  any  contract  shall 
be  entered  into  for  the  paving  of  Broad  street,  southward 
from  Coates  street,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department 
of  Surveys  to  lay  out  and  adjust  the  curb  line  upon  the 
east  and  west  sides  of  Broad  street,  from  Poplar  street  south- 
ward, so  as  to  corresponil  with  the  present  curb  lines  upon 
said  street,  northward  from  said  Poplar  street,  so  that  the 
width  of  the  roadway  upon  Broad  street,  south  of  Poplar 
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street,  shall  be  the  same  as  the  present  width  of  the  road- 
way northward  from  Poplar  street;  and  no  contract  for 
])aving  the  said  street  shall  be  made  for  any  greater  width 
than  the  width  of  the  saidf  roadway,  when  readjusted  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  When  any  contract  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
the  owners  of  ground  fronting  upon  said  street,  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  curb  line  upon  said  street  shall  have 
been  laid  out  and  adjusted  as  aforesaid,  cause  the  curb  in^ 
front  of  their  several  properties  to  be  reset  with  cut  granite 
curbstones,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  in 
thickness,  two  feet  in  depth,  and  each  stone  not  less  than 
nine  feet  in  length ;  and,  also,  to  pave  or  repave  the  side- 
walks in  front  of  their  properties  with  well  laid  and  solid 
pavement  to  the  line  of  the  said  curb;  and  in  case  any  such 
owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  curb  and  pave  his  foot- 
way, the  same  proceeding  shall  be  had  as  are  now  author- 
ized in  the  case  of  owners  of  lots  neglecting  to  curb  and 
pave  their  footways. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  owner  of  property  as  aforesaid
